balance of exports over imports in our for- 
eign trade. 
The official values of the ex- 


ports are currency values, while the valu- 
ations of the imports are made io gold fig- 
ures. For the three years, 1863, 1864 and 
1865, the imports amount to §876,000,000 
In gold, while the exports, valued in cur- 
rency at 8972,000,000, when reduced to 
gold standard amount to only 6062,000,000, 
leaving, instead of §156,000,000 in our fa- 
vor, a deficit of §154,000,000. 
This is the 


true condition of our foreign trade, and 
probably explains the cause of the great 
flow of our securities to Europe. 


Jt€F*Au extensive conspiracy has just 


been discovered, and wbich is said to have 
had its agents in every large <:ity in the 
world, the object of which was to create a 
panic on the value of American securities. 
Like all the plots to injure the people oi 
the United States, this last scheme origina- 
ted in London, and is one of the many 
games of the London Times to destroy free 
government in America. 
But it is not 


likely that the scheme will buoceed. — 
American securities are now more valuable 
in Europe than those of any government in 
the old world. 


t the President's last reception, a

HE EXPLAINS THE YJETO. 


AN IMPORTANT LETTER. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The following 


important letter was read to-night by Gov. 
Cox, of Ohio, to tho Union representatives 
in Congress Irorn that State: 


WASHINGTON, Monday, Feb. 26,1866.

Mr DEAR Sill—On Saturday last I had 


the honor of an interview with the Presi- 
dent, which I regarded as of sufficient inte- 
rest and importance to make it proper that 
I should reduce to writing my remem- 
brance of his statements while they were 
fresh in my memory, since he seemed to 
me, in a perfectly free and unpremeditated 
conversation, to exhibit, with peculiar clear- 
ness, the processes of his own mind in 
reaching some of his opinions, and to ex- 
press tbeui with such manifest candor and 
entire freedom from personal feeling, that 
1 could not but think that if'he would con- 
sent to it, good might be done by makin

To stimulate them to accept these con- 


ditions, being such as, iu his best judgment, 
and in the absence of any Congressional 
plan, be thought the nearest right of any 
he could fratne, he engaged that on their 
acceptance, with evidence of good faith, he 
would permit them to reorganize their 
btate governments, elect Legislatures, &o., 
and so far as the Executive acts could do 
BO, would restore them to tbeir position in 
the Union of States.
